■very slight compared to the.; gain in volume. 

So, Chain Store* Age states: "Operating economies 
v have always been a prime- objective 1 in chain store op- 
eration, but right now, they are more necessary than, 
• ever'" A survey made by the magazine's editors 
finds that there are actually 144 -ways in which various, 
chains have made cuts in operating costs/:" ' 

The current situation points up a' fact that de- 
serves much more recognition than it. generally gets— 
that retail profits are much smaller than most people 
realize, Leading food stores commonly have little" 
more than a cent left out of each dollar' of sales 
after the bills are paid. Other kinds of stores earn 
only two or three cents on the dollar. When profit 
iffargin is this small, it could turn into a loss in a hurry 
unless strict standards of operating economy are im- 
posed and maintained. 

What keeps . profits so low? The answer, of 
course, is competition. It guarantees that the con- 
sumer gets the best possible deal for his money.

Form, Safety Week 

There's one coming event which, every farm 
family in this country should welcome with enthus- 
iasm. It's Farm Safety Week, to be observed dur- 
ing the July 20-26 period. 

Farmers face all .the common hazards of modern 
living. In addition, in the pursuit of their calling, 
they encounter special accident hazards all their own. 

For example, take tractors and other mechanized 
farm equipment. These machines are absolutely es- 
sential to successful modern farming. The machinery 
engineers never lose sight of the safety factor. New 
safety devices are incorporated in the designs as soon 
as they are proven. Careful instructions concern- 
ing safe operation are issued. But all the precautions 
on earth will do no good if the users violate common- 
sense rules. 

Youngsters are permitted to operate machines — 
and ever so often a tragic and totally unnecessary 
death or maiming results. Farmers drive unlighted 
or inadequately lighted, equipment on public roads 
at night — and the immutable law of averages says 
that, this practice must end in disaster at frequent 
z intervals. 

Mechanically minded farmers sometimes get ideas 
for making changes in their, equipment, or in adding 



accessories of their own design and construction. 
More often than not, this creates new dangers to the 
operator. It's ;?a 'rare farmer Indeed who has the 
engineering knowledge, t the skill, and the facilities 
to improve on what the the factory has done. 
M During Farm Safety Week, authorities will deal 
with all manner of farm hazards and show how they 
can be eliminated or minimized; It's an opportunity 
that agricultural America can't afford to miss. •

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' The Biggest Flow 

How do Russian and U. S. medicine compare? 

That question is- a. provocative one. And an answer 
has been supplied by DK Gunhar Gundersen, newly- 
elected president of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, _who recently. . toured the . Soviet t Union, 
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His views appear in an extended interview In 
the May issue of-Today's Health. AH, in; all, what 
he has to say Is highly reassuring. The Russians are 
not beating us in the race of medical' progress. In 
some important fields, such as antibiotics and hor- 
mones; they' ve .done ^little* or' nothing^ For .the meat 
part, their hospitals and other facilities are crowded 
and the physical pldnts are below U. S. standard*, 
Their medical schools seem to be about on a par with 
ours and graduate work is also comparable. Doctors, 
if they have any instinct of self-preservation, must 
pretty well follow the Soviet political line, as must 
everyone else. To quote Dr. Gunderseh directly:? 
"Human life is not very preclqus in Russia. I believe 
medical care doesn't enjoy too high a priority." 

Most significant of all, to many minds, is the last 
question asked of Dr. Gundersen: "What would you* 
say would be the basic weakness of the Russian medi- 
cal system as compared to ours?" He answered: "We 
place a. great deal of emphasis on freedom in this 
country: I'm convinced this freedom just doesn't 
exist in that kind of economy. It doesn't exist under 
their system. That's the biggest flaw."

Today's Forgotten Man 

A spokesman for an association of some 800,000 
retailers throughout the country, recently appeared 
before the Senate Subcommittee on Labor. He had 
formerly been connected with the National Labor 
Relations Board for many years. - He told of grossly 
unfair union activities— including organizational pic- 
eting and. secondary boycotts— which are being used 
against stores as well as other enterprises. He pointed 
to gross weaknesses in the existing law, which puts 
employers at' the absolute mercy of union chiefs. 
Then he said: Unions today possess great economic 
power. They also possess legal immunities from the 
laws, possessed by no other citizen. 

"I hardly need emphasize to this Committee the 
almost absolute control which unions have over our 
economy. A single man by whim or caprice can dis- 
rupt a vital segment of our business. A . small busi- 
ness can be destroyed overnight. . . . The shocking 
disclosures of the McClellan Committee, -the theft 
and fraud on Union members,* cannot be imputed to 
personalities alone . . . They are, rather, a manifes- 
tation of laws which permit unbridled power to run 
rampant unshackeled." These laws, he added, ". . . 
look with favor, not on the individual worker who is 
the forgotten man, but on increasing the monopoly 
controls of unions with no regard to the rights of 
other citizens."' 

These are strong words. But the evidence sup- 
ports them to the last period.

New Memorial Books at Library 

In "The Cattlemen/' Marl Sandoz 
has given us another fine^ history 
of her beloved West. From the 
time Coronado's expedition brought 
the ancestors of the Longhorns, 
through the homstcad struggles and 
the great "droughts, she has vividly 
described life on the range. "The 
Cattlemen" was presented to the 
Antioch Township Library in mem- 
ory of Elizabeth and Ray Webb. 

In "The Ordeal of Woodrow Wil- 
son," Herbert Hoover describes from 
f irst-h and knowledge President 
Wilson's efforts to build a just and 
lasting peace from the tragic ruins 
of World War L He describes in 
moving terms the demolition of the 
"Fourteen Points" when the ideal- 
ism of the New World ran head-on 
into the cynicism of the Old World. 

For high adventure, no imagina- 
tive tale can equal "The Great Age 
of Discovery" by Paul- Herrmann. 
A vast host of brave and daring men 
march through Jhe pages of this 
book uncovering *the wonders of the 
New World, the South Seas, and 
Africa. "The Ordeal of Woodrow 
Wilson" and "The Great Age of Dis- 
covery" are available at the library 
in memory of Ray Webb. 

In "The Home Book of Modern 
Verse,", compiled by Burton Egbert

Local governments in .Illinois 
could ] collect j an extra $34 million 
a year if all registered antes reached 
the tax rolls and resultant personal 
property taxes were collected, the 
Taxpayers' Federation! of Illinois 
said today. p&g§ 

For the year 1957 registrations 
for passenger cars in Illinois "to- 
talled 3,068,447, but only 1,287,508 
of this number were listed* on the 
tax' rolls (58%, or 1,780,039 were 
not on the tax rolls). 

- On a statewide basis, passenger 
cars were assessed at an average 
equalized value ' of $641.28 each. 
This average assessment applied to 
1,780,939 autos that escaped tax 
rolls produced an equalized valu- 
ation of $1,142,080,562. Assuming 
the 1957 statewide tax rate to be 
$3.00 per $100 of valuation (it was 
$3,205 in 1958), this means $34,- 
262,417 in property taxes were lost 
to local governments In ..Sangamon, 
Peoria and Rock Island counties. 

It is true that the auto is an arti- 
cle of personal property that is 
highly taxed in many ways. The 
auto owner pays a sales or use tax 
on the vehicle when he purchases it. 
Each year he purchases license 
plates to decorate the front and 
back bumpers. Then too, the' gaso- 
line that drives the pistons and all 
parts, such as tires, are subject to 
other taxes. 

If an owner lives in a municipality 
that levies a wheel tax (which, by 
the way, does not go toward the 
support of schools and counties, but 
only to the levying municipality), 
he is again pinched for the privilege 
of enjoying the status of an auto 
owner. 

But taking all this into considera- 
tion, the absence of 58% of the 
registered autos in Illinois from 
personal property tax rolls is not 
fair to the 42% who are on the rolls 
and who do pay property taxes on 
their vehicles. Also, such an omis- 
sion shifts an additional burden on 
real estate taxes, and does not help 
answer the need for additional reve- 
nue for local governments that have 
proven their needs.
